The nation's 
military planners- 


guided by two wartime uses and 
six peacetime tests—have decided 
about where the atomic bomb fits 
in the rack of weapons for fight-

One authority summed up the 


official attitude today by saying 
the United States la not putting all 
iU eggs in one basket, His figurat- 
l\u expression indicates this is how 
tht nuclear fission bomb is viewed: 
1. It is the deadliest weapon 


In the national arsenal. But it by 
no means has displaced all others. 


2. It may or may not bo a de- 


cisive weapon in another war, but 
used alone it is improbable

days or even weeks. 
3. Because of Its broad area of 


destruction, it is a selective wea- 
pon and its use must be guided ac- 
cordingly.

000,000,000 outlay is for conven- 
tional weapons—troops, ordnance, 
tanks, ships and planes. 


The wartime uses and non-com- 


bat tests of tho atomic bomb have 
convinced military leaders that It 
would be of very limited, if any, 
tactical use—that is, for direct at- 
tack on front-line troops. This is 
because such roops are so dis- 
persed that it would require many 
bombs to destroy effective num- 
bers of them. 
It Is quite possible that an all- 
out atomic war eventually could 
destroy the economy of even the 
largest nation. When that military 
victory has been achieved, the vic- 
tor might have to support the van- 
quished—even as In Germany and 
Japan. 
The ultimate cost mi-ght result 


In economic defeat for tho military 
victor. 
It Is known that defense offi- 


cials consider one of the greatest 
present menaces to be the possi- 
bility of attempted capture of the 
country 
by 
subversive means— 


without resort to any mass destruc- 
tion weapons.
